Lawman Retires

George Keller has been in the 
police business for a long time 
— 46 years. 
But now he is retiring. 
“I’ve enjoyed all my time,” 
he said. 
Keller’s police career began 
in Chicago in 1922 when he was 
21. He worked on the police 
force in River Grove for 16 
years 
under the late Police 
Chief Andy Betz and was the 
first midnight policeman in Ro­ 
selle nine years ago. He has 
been one of the guards at the 
Roselle State Bank since 1959. 
He has been shot twice dur­ 
ing his career, once in the left 
wrist and once in the left fore­ 
arm. 


“I WAS SHOT in the left arm 
because I always held it in 
front of me to steady my right 


I hand to shoot my pistol,” he 
I explained. 
As a bank guard he has en­ 
joyed meeting the public, mak 
Sing friends and watching the 
village’s children grow up. 
“It was exciting to watch the 
children grow up; it shows how 
age can creep up on you with­ 
out your knowing it,” he said. 
Every Christmastime for the 
past nine years Keller has been 
the bank’s official Santa, perch- 
1 ing Roselle’s children on his 
| lap and asking them what they 
j want for Christmas. 
“One little 9-year-old girl I'll 
never forget. When I asked her 
what she wanted for Christmas, 
she said all she wanted was for 
her Dad to stop drinking so 
everything would be all right 
again," Keller said wiping his 
eyes.

As for his retirement, Keller J 


said he will “see how much I 
can sit home and argue with 
my wife to see who will end up 
as boss.” 


THE KELLERS have three 
children and 13 grandchildren to 
help keep them busy. Keller ex­ 
plains he is the kind of grand­ 
father who tells his grandchil­ 
dren “I love you all, but how 
soon are you going home?” 
Keller will remain active in 
his bill-collecting agency. 
“Everything interests me. Be­ 
ing a police officer I’m not in­ 
terested in any one thing, but 
nosey about everything,” Keller 
said.

Youth Dies 
In ‘Accident’ 


The DuPage County State’s Attorney’s office and 
probation department were to decide Tuesday how to 
charge a 16-year-old Medinah youth for the fatal shoot­ 
ing of his “buddy,” James Bezroukoff, 16, of 221 E. 
Park Ave., Bloomingdale. 
The son of Mr. and Mrs. Eugene Nick Bezroukoff 
died at 9:45 a.m. Monday at St. 
Alexius Hospital from a gunshot 
wound. 
He was shot above the left 
eye with a .22-caliber rifle at 
11:58 p.m. Friday by one of 
three youths with whom he was 
spending part of the evening. 
DuPage County police believe 
they have identified one 16- 
year-old 
as 
the 
youth 
who 
pulled the trigger, though they 
said Tuesday that the shooting 
apparently was accidental. 
ACCORDING TO 
D e p u t y 
Richard Doria, who is handling 
the case with the assistance of 
Deputy Gene Hahn, “It was a 
case of a bunch of stupid kids 
with no knowledge of weapons.” 
He said the youths had been 
“fooling around” with the gun 
just prior to the apparent ac­ 
cident. 
Police have ascertained that 
the victim was sitting in a car 
at the time of the shooting, anc 
that three youths were outside 
the car, parked at 564 W. Wood- 
worth, in an unincorporated area 
near Roselle. 
Doria said that because of the 
apparent accidental nature o 
the incident, it is unlikely the 
names of the youths will be re­ 
leased. 
It is expected they will be 
processed t h r o u g h juvenile 
court. 
A statement given by the 
youth who will be charged with 
the shooting named two addi 
tional boys, one of whom took 
the rifle from his home last 
summer and apparently “passed 
it around” among his friends. 
All the youths involved are 16, 
except for one 15-year-old. 
DORIA WAS angered by the 
incident, commenting that the 
boys “have access to an excel­ 
lent rifle club at Lake Park 
High School,” where they could 
have obtained safety-first les­ 
sons in handling weapons. 
Roselle police were first at the 


scene of the shooting Friday 
night, but since the area in 
which it occurred is unincorpor­ 
ated, they called DuPage sher­ 
iff’s police. 
According to Roselle police, 
the same rifle was involved in 
another 
shooting incident on 
Feb. 2, when three boys were 
firing it “in back of one of their 
homes on a school day.” 
Doria said most of the youths 
involved in obtaining the rifle 
and in the shooting are students 
at Lake Park High School.

at 10:30 a.m. in the Martin and 
Richert Funeral Home, Roselle, 
and then at St. Walter’s Catho­ 
lic Church. 
Besides his parents, Jam es is 
survived by four brothers and 
one sister. He was a sophomore 
at Lake Park.

Township supervisor, is chair­ 
man of the forest preserve dis­ 
trict’s Finance Committee. 
As such, he had little to say 
about the huge land acquisition 
fund, except that his committee 
had included it in the budget in 
keeping with the county’s forest 
preserve m aster plan timetable. 
(See Page 4 for s t o r y on 
Savaiano’s views on land acqui­ 
sition policies.) 
For the first time, the finance 
committee included a budget 
item for “construction and de­ 
velopment,” in the amount of 
$450,000. 
That brings the total budget 
for the general fund to $1,103,444 
- about twice that of the $585,655 
general fund budget for 1967. 
THE LAND acquisition fund 
also represents a substantial in­ 


crease over the 1967 sum of $4.4 
million. 
The DuPage County Board of 
Supervisors, sitting as the For­ 
est Preserve Commission Mon­ 
day, also passed a budget and 
appropriation ordinance for a 
fiscal period beginning Jan. I, 
and ending June 30, 1969. 
This is in keeping with a new 
state law which permits forest 
preserve 
districts 
to 
change 
their fiscal year from Jan. 1- 
Dec. 31 to July 1-June 30, be­ 
ginning next year. 
As was explained by Forest 
Preserve Supt. Howard Johnson 
several weeks ago, 
the July- 
June fiscal year is more realis­ 
tic, since it enables the setting 
of tax levies at the 
time of 
adopting the appropriation or­ 
dinance. 
THE DISTRICT, until n e x t 
year, will have been operating 
about a half year ahead of the 
a c t u a l disbursement of t a x 
monies. 
The budget for the first half 
of next year calls for another 
$225,000 in expenditures under 
the construction and develop­ 
ment fund, $347,600 for all other 
general fund items, and $3,600,- 
000 for land acquisition. 
Savaiano said taxes for this 
year’s construction and develop­ 


ment fund will not be levied un­ 
til next year. 
Addison and York Townships 
cannot expect any major land 
purchases for forest preserve 
developm e n t, through 
super­ 
visors from the two townships

Bruce I. Roberts, chairman of 
the English department, said the 
literature program attempts to 
interpret a culture to all people 
in all times and places, just as 
Shakespeare interprets his cul­ 
ture. 
“It is the responsibility of the 
department to present our cul­ 
ture—and not always the bright 
side. This book gives a picture 
of a culture, at times unsavory, 
but we feel this is a valuable 
document in interpreting that 
culture,” Roberts said. 
“Black Boy” is used with 
“Catcher in the Rye” and “The 
Adven t u r e s of Huckleberry 
Finn” in a unit on growing up. 
ANDERSON SAID 
he also 
read the book and that it has 
a “tremendous message.” 
A special form titled “Citi­ 
zen’s Request for Reconsidera­ 
tion of a Book” was passed out 
at the hearing. The form is a 
formal recourse for parents who 
object the use of a specific book 
in an English course. 
The form asks such ques­ 
tions as: 
—“To what in the book do you 
object? 
—“What do you feel might be 
the result of reading this book? 
—“For what age group would 
you recommend this book? 
—“Is there anything g o o d

The Way We See It 


Consolidation 


Study Merited 


A proposal to consolidate 
IO 
northwest Cook County communi­ 
ties into Illinois’ second largest 
city has, understandably, captured 
widespread attention. 


The plan is breathtaking in its 
scope; it would open for reconsid­ 
eration every accepted economic 
and political fact of life in each 
of these communities, and their 
neighbors. 


The proposal was made by 
John G. Woods, village president 
of Arlington Heights, 
to other 
members of the Northwest Munici­ 
pal Conference. Many months of 
preparation went into Woods’ pre­ 
sentation, which he said was based 
on an awareness that “the well­ 
being of these individual commu­ 
nities, from both political and 
economic viewpoints would be sub­ 
stantially advanced by consolida­ 
tion of these communities into one 
municipality.” 


Woods specifically cited “econ­ 
omies of operation possible in such 
areas as fire, police, health, flood 
control, water and sewer service, 
garbage disposal and street main­ 
tenance.” 


We agree with Woods that 
consolidation of the communities 
of northwest Cook County makes 
sense. 
The communities, espe­ 
cially along the North Western 
Railway, represent a continua­ 
tion of development in 
which 
boundaries in many respects are 
lacking in any non-political sig­ 
nificance. 
Driving 
from 
one 
community to another, it is diffi­ 
cult and sometimes impossible 
to distinguish them. 


Still, wholesale consolidation of 
these communities is not a project 
likely to be accomplished in the 
near future. 
Political boundaries 
in some cases do represent aspira­ 
tions of citizens. 


Many came to the suburbs to 
“get away” from the big city. 
So many came, in fact, that they 
built another big city—a city of 
250.000 people, expected at least 
to double itself before its growth 
is spent. The small, independent 
suburb may be growing into a 
myth. but it is a myth many will 
want to cling to for many years. 


Economic factors also separate 
suburbs. 
One which has a rich 
revenue base—in industry or com­ 
merce—is not likely to be eager 
to share this with its neighbors. 


Another that 
has 
developed 
a 
reputation for prestige home de­ 
velopments is not likely to wel­ 
come loss of this identity. 


Some who acknowledge the 
efficiencies of a larger unit of 
government will cling to their 
right to be less efficient to pre­ 
serve what may be an emotional 
or political objective. 


What, then, can an idealistic 
approach accomplish? 


It has accomplished much al­ 
ready, by forcing residents and 
community leaders to look at the 
role of the suburban community 
today and by forcing awareness 
of the 
interdependence of the 
northwest communities. 


If mass consolidation seems 
unlikely 
at 
the 
present, 
more 
limited 
action 
seems 
distinctly 
possible. A study of the problem— 
or is it an opportunity?—of inter­ 
dependence at the very minimum 
might result in a simplification of 
community boundary lines. 
The 
quiet annexation warfare of the 
past decade has led to disgrace­ 
fully complicated boundaries, with 
corridors of land uneconomical to 
service and with little real rela­ 
tionship to the home communities. 


The study might also lead to 
more limited consolidations of two 
or more adjacent communities 
where advantages of a marriage 
are more discernible to voters. 


A discussion of consolidation 
within the Northwest Municipal 
Conference might also lead to 
consolidation of some services. 
For example, new fire stations 
could 
be located 
where they 
would best serve the needs of 
the surrounding population, re­ 
gardless of boundary lines. An 
area police force might be devel­ 
oped to deal with the growing 
problem 
of 
suburban 
crime. 
Garbage disposal might be pro­ 
vided participating communities 
through a compact arrangement. 
There is some precedent for this 
kind of joint action in the forma­ 
tion of a regional water commis­ 
sion several years ago. 


Woods’ proposal deserves seri­ 
ous consideration. Even if it does 
not lead to area consolidation, the 
study could be the catalyst for 
numerous improvements in local 
government organization and effi­ 
ciency. 


Trash iii the Mail 


Several suburban communities 
are reporting renewal of mailings 
of 
literature 
about 
mechanical 
devices claimed to increase sexual 
pleasure. 


Little had been heard from 
mailers of this trash since Pad­ 
dock Publications exposed them 
last November, but we are now 
beginning to receive reports in 
several communities of renewed 
mailings. We can only repeat to 
our readers what we reported at 
that 
time: 
these 
devices 
are 
potentially dangerous. 


Doctors warn that such devices 
used by young, inexperienced peo­ 
ple could cause physical or psy­ 
chological damage; used by, older 


persons they could permit them 
to avoid seeking medical treat­ 
ment of a potentially serious con­ 
dition. 
As to the mailings themselves, 
there is, apparently little we can 
do except report them in hopes 
that this public exposure will keep 
parents alert to material received 
through the mails and, hopefully, 
encourage solicitors to cease mail­ 
ings in this area. 


Postal officials agree the litera­ 
ture being mailed into our homes 
is 
“shocking” and 
“offensive.” 
But it fails to cross definitional 
lines into the area of “pornog­ 
raphy” where some action might 
be taken against it by postal 
authorities.

Women: Shake 
Civic Lethargy

Responsible voting is the right and 
duty of all adult citizens in this country 
yet many women have 
abused it by failing to 
be politically informed. 
Our ancestors fought 
diligently for suffrage 
and it was a long, 
hard 
struggle before 
nationwide voting priv­ 
ileges were extended 
to women.

Beginning 13 years 
RECHNER 
before the Civil War, in 1848, Elizabeth 
Cady Stanton and Lucretia Mott first 
seriously proposed woman’s suffrage in 
a speech at Seneca Falls, N. Y. 
As late as 1913, only 12 states had 
adopted it. 
IT WASN’T UNTIL 1920—only 48 
years ago—that the 19th Amendment 
to the United States Constitution was 
ratified and the franchise guaranteed 
for women. 
For 72 years voting was a burning 
issue among the women of this country 
and yet today it is taken for granted 
and generally abused, by apathy if 
nothing else. 
Today’s world provides housewives 
with ready-made food and clothing, 
automatic household 
appliances, 
fast 
dependable transportation and almost 
instantaneous 
communications. 
They 
have more leisure today than ever be­ 
fore although many housewives use it 
poorly. 
They choose instead to spend their 
spare time kaffee klatsching with neigh­ 
bors, watching soap operas on television 
and reading dime novels . . . all politi­ 
cally unproductive occupations. 
They congregate for coffee to get 
away from the ironing yet they will 
spend an hour discussing just how tired 
of ironing they are, how much they 
have done or how much they have 
yet to do. 
They coffee because they can’t stand 
the kids yet they spend an hour rehash­ 
ing all the childish pranks that drive 
them to coffee in the first place. 
They complain because they are 
bored, because they never meet any 
new people, because they never go any 
place. 
THEY. SEEM to need something 
challenging to think about. 
Politics and local government are 
perfect avocations for today’s intelligent 
housewife. It is she—not her husband— 
who has time to study the candidates, 


study the issues and weigh the alterna­ 
tives. 
The kaffee klatsch is a perfect forum 
for housewives to discuss their political 
views and hear those of someone else. 
It is a friendly place to air the issues, 
analyze campaign statements and party 
platforms. It is a place to learn about 
local problems and develop community 
relationships. 
Housewives can watch television all 
day if they want to and many of them 
do. 
Instead of the impossible soap 
operas, the news, documentaries, politi­ 
cal 
conventions 
and current 
events 
specials would be much more worth­ 
while and much more informative. 
Literature on political parties, con­ 
vention procedures, candidates biogra­ 
phies, party platforms and background 
materials on current issues are fascinat­ 
ing subjects. 
Books on the electoral 
college might be particularly timely 
this year when there is talk of the 
presidential 
election 
possibly 
being 
decided in the House of Representatives. 


NEWSPAPERS, WEEKLY news mag­ 
azines and other periodicals will have 
much to say on the coming elections. 
All of it will be valuable in making 
a decision on candidates. 
The Viet Nam War and civil rights 
will be big issues in the November 
presidential election. 
We must also 
name a U.S. senator to represent our 
interests in Washington. 
There is a call for an Illinois Consti­ 
tutional Convention on the November 
ballot which is of vital concern to 
residents now governed by a 98-year-old 
document. 
The primaries in June will see sev­ 
eral interesting and qualified men seek­ 
ing nomination for major state offices. 
We must decide who will be the candi­ 
dates in the November general election. 
AS EARLY AS April, local school 
boards, who spend 60 per cent of our 
real estate tax dollar, will be up for 
election. 
Perhaps earlier than that a local 
taxing body will ask approval of a 
bond referendum for sewers or schools 
or park sites. 
There is much to be done this year 
and the housewife should play a vital 
role in seeing that her community—be 
it local, 
state, 
or national—is well 
governed. 
She can be actively involved in elec­ 
tioneering if she wants. She can run 
for office if that is her desire. 
But her primary contribution lies 
in being well informed. 
In so doing 
she intelligently assists her husband 
in making political decisions, shows her 
children the importance of being re­ 
sponsible voting citizens, and becomes 
an important voice in democratic gov­ 
ernment.

This was one long, hectic week in 
the life of Curtis E. Olsen, first village 
manager of Wheeling. ' 


And Olsen, who not only is a new­ 
comer to the arta but also must begin 
administrating the operation of the vil­ 
lage of 14,000. seemed to take the whole 
thing in stride. 


The 33-year-old manager, sitting in 
his tiny office at village hall, explained 
that his first task here will be to 
“get into the swing of things.” 


TO GET acquainted with the people, 
Olsen said he will accept invitations

to speak to members of local clubs 
and organizations. 
He also plans to 
practice an “open door” policy at his 
office—putting out the welcome mat 


to Joe Citizen. 


He was publicly introduced to a gath­ 
ering of 150 citizens last week at a 
Town Meeting. 


“It is important that I become famil­ 
iar with these people to establish a 
working relationship with them,” said 
this soft-spoken man. 


Getting acquainted with his man­ 
agerial duties, theoretically, should be 
relatively easy for Olsen. 
He comes 
to Wheeling with 5M> years of previous 
experience as a village manager of 
Walden, a town of 5,000 along the Hud­ 
son River in New York. 
There, he 
developed a comprehensive master plan 
and zoning ordinance and was respon­ 
sible for the functioning of the village, 
including water, sewers, police, fire, 
parks, library and inspection. 


Practically-speaking, however, there 
are some problems. 


Olsen is Wheeling’s first manager 
and, as such, he will have to carve 
out a place for himself. 
There are 
no practiced procedures for him to fol­ 
low. Many of his duties are ones he 
is taking over from part-time officials, 
such as director of planning and zoning 


administrator. He is also undertaking 
tasks once handled by trustees and 
the village president, including prepar­ 
ing a budget, investigating complaints, 
and hiring and tiring of the public 
works superintendent, police chief and 
village treasurer. 


IN ADDITION, Olsen is faced with 
learning the “ways” of the village, 
the background that has influenced 
what it is today and its colorful politics 
which play an important part of day-to- 
day government. 


Olsen said it will take him about 
“a month or two to become fairly 
familiar” with his new town. 


The challenge of working in a larger, 
growing town brought Olsen to Wheel­ 
ing. “Walden was very static and had 
little growth,” he explained. “Wheeling 
is a larger community and the village 
government is a bigger organization.” 


“Today, a manager must deal with 
community problems not just the nuts 
and bolts of the administrative organiza­ 
tion,” he said, “A manager’s job is 
full-time — 24 
hours-round-the-c l o c k 
work.”

Maintenance Hit 


Several taxpayers recently 
toured Central School to see 
what the district offers one- 
half of the seventh and eighth 
graders in Mount Prospect. 
We concluded that the build­ 
ing has been badly neglected. 
Some 
very obvious 
points 
were: 
1. A second floor room with 
an 
excellent built-in 
pro­ 
jection screen, but no shades 
on the windows. There was no 
way to darken the room to 
use it for presenting slides or 
films. 
2. Stairs with smooth treads 
and metal-capped risers. Two 
injuries occurred on these 
steps 
in 
the 
last 
month. 
Who authorized installation of 
smooth treads in the first 
place, and how many more 
must 
fall 
before 
non-slip 
treads are installed? 
3. One first-floor room with 
a special enclosed radiator 
that 
reportedly 
keeps 
the 
room 
comfortable all day. 
This was the only such unit 
in the whole building, yet the 
school paper reports highs of 
95 and lows of 55 degrees in 
some of the other rooms. Can 
there be a valid reason for 
not installing the same unit 
in the other rooms? 
4. Several radiator valves 
dripping water on the floor — 
and from all indications the 
leaks were of long standing. 
Wouldn’t repacking or replac­ 
ing the valves correct this? 
5. Steam radiators t h a t 
clang and bang loudly as heat 
is supplied by the boiler. I 
thought the new type radiator 
vents avoided this, but there 
were only rusty, leaky old 
ones. Maybe all the noise and 
disturbance 
in 
the 
rooms 
could be easily avoided by 
some basic heating mainte­ 
nance. 
One can only assume that 
our superintendent, Mr. Sahl- 
berg, has generated a below- 
standard school by the simple 
expedient of w i t h h o l d - 
ing maintenance funds. I think 
this is unfair to the children 
at Central, whose parents pay 
the same taxes as the rest of 
us. Can't something be done 
to correct missing 
shades, 
slick stairs, 
leaky radiator 
valves, rusty vent valves, and 
improper heat control?

Being myself a native of 
Norway, having spent most of 
my life there, I found several 
mistakes in your article. 
I wonder where in Norway 
the McNerneys travelled and 
at what time of the year. The 
sticks that are put down as 
road markers in the mountains 
are put down so they can find 
the road after a heavy snow­ 
fall, so they can see where to 
plow. I have never heard that 
those sticks are there to better 
the driving conditions. And 
although m a n y roads are 
gravel roads, there are also 
many asphalt roads, particu­ 
larly where there is much 
traffic: for example, in the 
cities and the main highways. 
It is no easy task to build 
roads in Norway on account 
of all the mountains. 


IN MUSEUMS you are able 
to see the old houses as was 
mentioned 'hat have grass and 
other vegetation on top. May­ 
be there are a few that people 
keep up to show tourists, 
mainly in the mountains. And 
there are not many 300 and 
400-year-old h o m e s to be 
found outside the museums. 
Although there are many 
waterfalls, you cannot find 
them everywhere. It sounds 
picturesque, but it is not true. 
If they had visited Norway in 
the summertime, they would 
« 
have discovered that they too 
have flies, mosquitoes and 
similar pests, just like any­ 
where else. It would have 
been very nice if it were true 
that there were none.

HE BEGAN with the hypoth­ 
esis that teaching a unit on 
prejudice 
would 
change the 
student's attitude toward Ne­ 
groes “in some areas.” Before 
teaching the prejudice course, 
he passed out questionnaires to 


43 students. After the nine- 
week unit, he gave the same 
questionnaire to the students. 
The questions included: 
1. Do you think Negroes are 
as intelligent as whites? The 
first time 60 per cent said yes. 
The second time 99 per cent 
said yes. 
2. Would you work w i t h a 
Negro? 
The 
first 
response 
brought 72 per cent yes an­ 
swers, the second brought IOO 
per cent. 
3. If 
l a r g e 
numbers 
of 
N e g r o e s moved into y o u r 
neighborhood, would you move 
out? Before 71 per cent 
re­ 
sponded no. After, 94 per cent 
responded no. 
4. Would you date a Negro? 
The first time 78 per cent 
responded no. The second time 
77 per cent responded no. 
5. Do you approve of mixed 
marriages? 12 per cent strong­ 
ly disapproved before and 9 
per cent strongly disapproved 
after. 
6. If you were a parent, 
would you let your child date 
a Negro? 50 per cent responded 
yes before and 50 per cent 
responded yes after. 
7. 
Negroes today are de­ 
manding more than they have 
a right to. The first time, 13 
per cent strongly disagreed. 
The second time 50 per cent 
strongly disagreed. 
For the fifth and seventh 
questions, 
t h e r e were six 
c h o i c e s : slightly disagree, 
slightly agree, mostly disagree, 
mostly agree, strongly disagree 
and strongly agree. 
FIEGAN concluded that there 
was a significant change in 
vocal areas. In other words, 
the course had changed some 
preconceived ideas about Ne­ 
groes. 
On the other hand, there was 
little, if any, change in associa­ 
tion areas which include dating 


and marriage. 
The nine-week course was 
composed of two weeks of lec­ 
tures by Fiegen on the causes 
of prejudice, theories on preju­ 
dice, and talks about Negro 
civil rights leaders and groups. 
The classes also read “Black 
Like Me” by John Howard 
Griffin, 
a white 
man 
who 
chemically turned 
his 
skin 
black 
for 
months, 
and 
“Why 
We Can't 
Wait” 
by 
Martin Luther King. They also 
saw several films. 
“Formal education aids in 
eliminating some 
types

prejudice,” Fiegen said. “But 
it’s not the complete solution 
to solving our racial problems.”

Be kind to your neighbor is the old saying that seems to be 
going out of style. 
This attitude of rudeness and apathy is 
prevalent not only among teenagers but also adults. 
We seem to be concerned only with our own small world. 
Who else could we be thinking of when we seem to encourage 
violence in our so called peaceful open-housing demonstrations? 
How can we possibly respect the woman who screams that 
Negroes are all right in their own place, but she wouldn’t want 
any living next to her and for that matter, she wouldn’t want 
white “trash” living next to her either. 
It seems to be a new national sport to be rude to the sales 
clerks in the stores, and why should we hold doors open for 
other people when they know how to open them as well as we 
do? 
For years parents have been telling their sons and daughters 
to offer their seats to an older person. It seems ironical to hear 
this from a middle-aged man who remains seated when an older 
woman walks onto a bus. This is no excuse for the teenager 
to remain seated, but shows that maybe much of our disrespect 
is taught. 
The don't-get-involved attitude is spreading like an epidem­ 
ic. It s easier to say “ I didn't see it,” when asked about a 
criminal act. At many athletic events people seem to cheer for 
a fight rather than a good game. 
Although rudeness seems to be spreading, there are 
many good examples for us to follow. 
We cannot overlook the hard work that many dedicated 
volunteers do for charitable organizations. Peace Corps volun­ 
teers are examples of giving of oneself for the benefit of a less 
fortunate group of people. 
Brotherhood is not only shown by such large scale actions 
as these. A ‘ hello” to a neighbor when walking by or a “thank­ 
you ‘ to a sales clerk in a department store may not be earth 
shaking events, but are all part of brotherhood. 
If there weren't room for improvement there wouldn’t be 
anything to work for. We have something to work for, so be 
kind to vour neighbor.

Rahmateulla Attaie, AFS stu­ 
dent told us that in Afghanistan 
kids don’t start dating until 
they are 16 or 17, and then a 
boy takes out only a girl whom 
he has known for a long time.

Black Power Means 
‘Beautiful Negroes’

“We are living in days of 
revolution.” 
In the realm of human re­ 
lations, there is no more press­ 
ing problem than the racism of 
the 1960’s. 
Many people would not call 
it that, but Mike, a young 
Negro who recently addressed 
our church youth group, said 
frankly, “Black folks don’t love 
white folks. White folks don’t 
even love other white folks, 
nor do black folks love other 
black folks.” 
The root of the problem, ac­ 
cording to Mike, is that the in­ 
justices of slavery have been 
perpetrated. No other ethnic 
group, he said, has suffered as 
the Negroes have in America. 
Stolen from his homeland and 
sold into slavery, the Negro 
saw the basic unit of any cul­ 
ture, the family, broken up. 


NEGRO HISTORY and cul­ 
ture were suppressed, to the 
point where today many do not 
even recognize that there is a 
Negro history. 
The very term “Negro” is 
derogatory to Mike. “Where is 
Negroland?” he asked. 
Afro-Americans 
have 
been 
held powerless in the United 
States, he said, by economic 
exploitation. They have had no 
power base. They have been 
socially, politically and eco­ 
nomically controlled by white 


men, he said. 
The civil rights movement 
began as a nonviolent awaken­ 
ing of America’s moral con­ 
science, Mike said. Out of the 
nonviolent beginnings of Sel­ 
ma, Ala. grew a violent move­ 
ment. Violence has been a way 
of life in America, Mike said, 
adding, “We were born as a 
nation committing genocide.” 
VIOLENCE IS a product of 
our 
“dog eat dog” society 
which 
stresses 
“get ahead” 
for the individual. 
“ Black power,” though much 
discussed, is little understood 
by the white society, he said. 
It means that Negro features— 
woolly hair, broad nose and 
thick lips — are beautiful, he 
added.

Negroes 
want 
to 
control 
their own economic structure, 
own their own neighborhoods 
and have quality education in 
black neighborhoods. 
White radical movements are 
needed, he said, as are coa­ 
litions. The war in Viet Nam 
is forming these. 
Mike closed his talk with a 
question: “How can we talk 
about democracy in Viet Nam 
when we have not experienced 
the concept of true democracy 
here at home?”

Volunteers 
in 
Service 
to 
America (VISTA) is a domes­ 
tic Peace Corps. 
Instead 
of 
going 
to 
the 
jungles 
of Africa 
or 
South 
America, volunteers serve in 
poorly developed areas of the 
United States. 
They serve in such areas as 
migrant camps, Indian reser­ 
vations, 
urban-renewal 
proj­ 
ects, rural education projects, 
and schools for retarded chil­ 
dren or anywhere else that has 
asked the federal government 
for this type of help. 
THE JOB all volunteers have 
in common is that of combat­ 
ting illiteracy wherever they 
go. 
Pre-school education is an 
important part of the VISTA 
pro/ram . 
Volunteers live among the 
poor, learn their problems and 
help them to help themselves. 
To become a VISTA worker, 
the volunteers go through a 
six - week classroom training 
program and practical field 
work. 


Can a prejudiced 18-year-old 
white boy successfully room 
with a Negro? 
“Both your attitudes have bo 
be just right,” says Hal Chris­ 
tensen. a freshman at Western 
Michigan University. 
Hal might be termed an ex­ 
pert on the question. Not only 
did he draw a colored room­ 
mate during two of the nine 
months he spent in the Air 
Force, but he also met the 
same situation his first session 
at college. 
* 
He continued, “As it turned 
out, I didn't really get along 
with my roommate at Blythe­ 
ville Air Force Base. 
Con­ 
stantly he preached that all 
Negroes should be given equal­ 
ity and integration, but I never 
saw him practice what he sup­ 
posedly 
believed. 
Sure, 
he 
talked to me whenever we 
were alone in our room, but 
it was like I was a complete 
stranger whenever we met on 
the outside. 
“LEROY (his roommate at 
WMU) was completely differ­ 
ent. He didn’t care what others 
thought when we were togeth­ 
er. He told me one day while 
we were eating in the cafe­ 


teria, ‘I'd rather hang around 
with you than with some Ne­ 
groes I know.’ You know, some 
of Leroy’s friends were even 
mad at him because he was 
spending too much time with 
me. 


“But that’s the way it has to 
be — a two-way thing. Negroes 
have to be willing to associate 
with whites just as whites must 
learn to accept Negroes. 
“It’s true I hated Negroes, 
and in some cases I still do. 
When I first started out I be­ 
lieved all Negroes were the 
closest thing to dirt, but I was 
willing to try to put aside what 
I felt and give these guys a 
chance. 


“Now I'm good friends with 
Leroy and several other Ne­ 
groes up here, but I couldn’t 
care less about my roommate 
in the military. 
“HE 
NEVER 
cared 
what 
happened to himself. Unlike 
some Negroes in the service, 
he didn’t try to improve his 
education or his life. He was 
finally convicted on a robbery 
charge. 
“But 
Leroy was 
a 
great 
guy. It will be people like hime 
that will be among the most 


successful Negroes in our coun­ 
try, the kind that will do more 
to benefit race relations. 
“This year all my room­ 
mates are white, but I still 
see the others every once in a 
while. None of my roommates 
is concerned with my associa­ 
tion with Negroes; they just 
w'ant to know how I feel about 
it. 
“I guess they figure if I can 
get along with them, then they 
must be pretty good.”

topher teens. 
Project Christopher is a pro­ 
gram which enables teens of the 
United States and Canada to do 
humanitarian work throughout 
North America. 
A teen who joins the Chris­ 
topher’s summer project not 
only gives up his summer, but 
also $150 of his own money. An 
additional $70 is raised by the 
local Christopher chapter to 
help pay the total cost of $220 
for the Christopher’s training, 
transportation, food and other 
expenses. 
AFTER A training course, the 
Christopher chooses an area 
and joins a team. Upon entering 
its chosen area, the team is 
completely on its own to find 
work to do and a place to stay; 
all without adult supervision, 
and with a maximum of one 
suitcase, a sleeping bag, and 
only $1 a day. 
A similar project in which a 
teen gives up a whole year, but 
no money, is also available. 
Although Project Christopher 
was founded in Montreal, Can­ 
ada, in 1960 by Rev. John 
Br ay ley, it is open to all young 
people regardless of religion, 
language, race or color. 
Thea McDonnell of Arlington 
Heights and Ron Cossette of 
Estevan. Canada, are the two 
teens who recently spoke to 
Arlington’s sociology classes in 
hopes of clearing up the doubts 
and ideas about Project Chris­ 
topher. Thea was a summer 
Christopher and Ron joined the 
year-long project. 
WHEN CONFRONTED 
with 
the 
misconception 
of 
Chris­ 
topher teens “knocking from 
door to door begging for a 
place to stay,” Ron further 
clarified the idea of the Chris­ 
topher’s work. 
“When a Christopher enters 
an area his object is to feed 
the need. We come completely 
unannounced so the first door 
we knock 
on 
is 
usually 
a 
church. 
“We often stay in church 
basements. We then have to 
find work to do and a church is 
usually the easiest place to find 
out about work in which we can 
help. 
“Our work can be anything 
from talking to old people to 
helping build 
a school. The 
whole idea is similar to the 
Peace Corps. However, Peace 
Corps members are skilled and 
paid while the Christophers can 
only help with what knowledge 
they happen to have.” 
THEA ANSWERED the ques­ 
tion, “What good is this project 
supposed to do me?” 
Project Christopher gives a 
teen a chance to experience 
travel and adventure, to have 
time to think about the future, 
to serve humanity, and oh yes, 
how to budget on $1 a day! I

Today’s rocket-happy youngsters probably know more about 
space than we do. Start with an Outer Space theme, and your 
party child will want to add his own stellar ideas that will 
launch his party successfully. 
INVITATIONS: 
Cut a rocket from doubled construction 
paper, with the fold at one side. Glue on an aluminum foil 
nose cone. 
Fold a long strip of paper accordion-style, and 
paste one end inside the written invitation. Attach to the other 
end a paper square which reads, “Blast off to my birthday 
party.” Tape the rocket shut, so that when opened, the mes­ 
sage will pop out. 
Put the party in orbit by letting each arrival make a space 
helmet from a large paper sack.

She usually heats canned 
corn and serves this over the 
dumplings and gravy, as the 
two complement each other. 
ANOTHER RECIPE that her 
mother always made was a 
pea salad. 
“Because I grew up with 
this, I never knew it was any­ 
thing unusual until I served it 
to guests and they all remark­ 
ed about it,” this good cook 
said. 
Unlike most salads, this one 
can be made a few days in 
advance, - or 
if 
unexpected 
guests arrive it can easily be 
put together in a few minutes.

“ This is easier to make than 
a pie,” she said. “ It makes 
a large recipe and keeps bet­ 
ter, because the crust doesn’t 
get soggy.” 
THE CRUST c o n s i s t s of 
flour, 
brown 
sugar, 
butter, 
soda, salt and oatmeal. Half 
of the mixture is used to cover 
the bottom of a 9 by 13-inch 
pan; the remainder is used as 
the topping. 
The filling con­ 
sists of several layers of ap­ 
ples and sugar. 
Baked for 30 minutes, the 
cake may be served warm or 
cold.

For Teacher Advances 


Teachers can get what they 
want for schools more effective­ 
ly through political activity than 
by going out on strike, two key 
speakers told the Illinois Edu­ 
cation Assn. citizenship clinic 
Saturday at Elk Grove High 
School. 
Some 300 teachers attending 
the clinic, a “first” for the 
state, heard a California Edu­ 
cation Assn. executive suggest 
politicking as a desirable alter­ 
native to militant action. 
“Our school o f f i c i a l s sa y ! 
they'd far rather have teachers ! 
become politically involved than 
utilize strikes or sanctions,” Ted I 
Bass asserted. 
Backhanded agreement to th a t; 
argument came from State Rep. 
Charles Clabaugh 
of 
Cham-1 
paign, veteran Republican legis- j 
lator who for years headed the j 
School Problems Commission. 
Strikes like the one in effect I 
in Florida hurt the teachers’ j 
cause, Clabaugh asserted. 
TEACHERS attending the all­ 
day meeting listened uneasily to I 
Clabaugh's comments. 
They applauded warmly when 
State Rep. Chester Witkorski, 
himself a teacher in the Chica­ 
go schools, declared, “I came to 
congratulate teachers on their 
militancy. It's about time teach­ 
ers got going.” 


WITKORSKI, currently chair­ 
man of the School Problems 
Com m i s s i o n , recommended 
teachers go on to “police their 
own profession” 
as 
doctors, 
lawyers and other professionals 
do now. 
“You can want the moon but 
you must take the responsible 
position of asking where the 
moon’s coming from,” he add 
ed, urging teachers to support 
tax 
raises n e e d e d to give 
schools additional funds. 
“It is better that educators 
have control of politics than 
politicians have control of edu­ 
cation,” W i t k o r s k i stated. 
Teachers responded with anoth­ 
er round of applause. 
Support by teachers for the 
November 
constitutional con­ 
vention referendum was urged 
by Wayne Stoneking, executive 
director of the Illinois Educa 
tion Assn. 
STONEKING urged focus on 
the archaic qualities of the 1870 
Illinois constitution rather than 
on 
what 
a 
new constitution 
should include. 
“The 1870 constitution is too 
old for the times,” 
Stoneking 
asserted. 
The teacher-delegates to the 
political clinic were advised to 
form separate Political Action 
Committees to back candidates 


rather than put their education 
association status directly on 
the line. 
“You cannot get unanimous 
support on a candidate,” advis­ 
ed Elk Grove Principal Robert 
Haskell, who served on board 
of the Northwest Suburban Di­ 
vision during a 1966 campaign 
effort in behalf of State Rep. 
Eugenia Chapman (D-Arlington 
Heights). 
He urged teachers’ associa­ 
tions to take stands on issues, 
however. 
Giving IEA backing to candi­ 
dates for partisan office, Has 
kell also warned, could jeopar­ 
dize an association’s not-profit 
corporation status. 
Haskell, head of the new state 
IEA 
Citzenship 
Commission, 
headed the committee planning 
the Saturday meeting at Elk 
Grove High.

Many young persons in Illi­ 
nois who are eager to drive 
as soon as they reach the age 
of 16 may encounter a delay. 
Illinois has revised the mini­ 
mum age for motor vehicle op­ 
erators from 
16, as it now 
stands, to 18, effective Jan. I, 
1969, when the state’s new Driv­ 
ers License Act goes into effect. 
However, persons under 18 
years old will still be able to 
qualify for a drivers license 
or 
restricted 
driving 
permit 
under certain conditions, 
ac­ 
cording to the Illinois State Bar 
Assn. 
PERSONS 16 and 17 years 
of age may obtain a drivers 
license upon application to the 
Secretary of State accompanied 
by evidence that they have suc­ 
cessfully completed an approv­ 
ed driver education course. 
A person between the ages 
of 15 and 18 who is enrolled 
in an approved driver education 
course may obtain an instruc­ 
tion permit if such permit is 
required for participation. 
In addition, persons not less 
than 15 nor more than 18 years 
old may qualify for a restricted 
driving permit under special 
circumstances set forth in the 
law. 
They 
include 
instances 
w7here: 
—The child would otherwise 
be unable to attend school. 
A parent or guardian or 
relative with whom such child 
is living is unable to operate 
a motor vehicle and an undue 
hardship would result. 
—The parent, guardian or rel­ 
ative with whom the child lives 
requires the services of the 


child 
as 
a 
motor 
vehicle 
operator. 
—The child is required to 
erate a motor vehicle in the 
course of his or her employ­ 
ment. 


THE 
RESTRICTED driving 
permit specifies the time, place 
and condition of driving for the 
child. In addition, the license 
of any person under age 18 
is invalid during any time the 
licensee is prohibited by state 
curfew laws from being 
any street or highway. 


The application for a drivers 
license or permit of any person 
under age 21, who has not been 
legally emancipated by m ar­ 
riage, must be accompanied by 
the written consent of the fa­ 
ther, if he is available and 
has custody, otherwise the moth­ 
er if she has custody or other 
responsible adult if there is no 
parent or guardian. 
If such consent is withdrawn 
by verified written notice to 
the Secretary of State, the li­ 
cense will be cancelled. 
Another provision of the new 
law affects all drivers. It re­ 
quires re-examination of drivers 
every nine years. The test will 
check eyesight, ability to under­ 
stand highway signs and may 
include an actual demonstration 
of one’s ability to' operate a 
motor vehicle. 
The Act raises license fees, 
as of Jan. I, 1969, from $5 
to $8 for a drivers license or 
a permit and from $1 to $3 
for a duplicate or corrected li­ 
cense or permit.

AN ORDINANCE 
AMENDING ARTICLE II, 
SECTION 6 OF THE VILLAGE 
PLAN — LOT DEPTHS
